No doubt 
they could get this information if they 
went after it. But is it good business from 
the stand-point of the electric light and 
power de, ent, to wait for them to go 
after it? Would it not be better business 
to put this information before them, and 
keep it before them, in the form of adver- 
tisements or of literature, or both? 

If the householder were thus shown 
that the cost of operating these appliances 
is so small that they would be rea! econo- 
mies in his home, re can scarcely be a 
doubt that there would be far more of these 


conveniences in use, amd that the electri 
light department would se!! a correspond- 
ingly larger amount of current. But if no 
such representation is put before him by 


those who know, and who are responsible 
for making the light and power plant a 
success, the householder is bound to as- 
sume that these are luxuries, perhaps 
beyond his reach. He may be absolutely 
wrong ia that assumption; but so long a»
